trary to popular expectation he was not ac- 
companied by a retinue of secretaries and 
servants. He was alone, traveling even more 
democratically than some American states- 
men. He carried two leather grips. 
President Robert Moore and Secretary £1. 
N. Davis of the Commercial Club met the 
distinguished diplomat at the station and 


escorted him to the planters’ Hotel, where 
he dined heartily in his Parlor C apart- 
ments and retired at 9:30 o'clock. ARS 
Saturday mrning Mr. Wu arose at 7 o'clock 
and breakfasted an hour and a half later in 
his reception room. He declined to receive 
callers until 10 o'clock. 

At that hour visitors were ushered into 
the reception room by a buxom chamber- 
maid, who was eradicating the evidence of 
breakfast. 

“The gentleman says he'll see you in a 
few minutes,’’ she remarked as she emerged 
from an inner chamber. 

Once more Mr. Wu sent his encouraging 
“few minutes” to the callers. It was 20 min- 
utes past 10 when he walked briskly into 
the room, saying: 

“I beg pardon for keeping you waiting for 
me.”’ 

Mr. Wu tntroduced each caller to him- 
self by reading the name from the cards 
that had been sent to him and flashing a 
glance of inquiry Ahrough his gold-rimmed

McAlister, Death and Camp- 
bell Guilty of Murder. 


BUT ONLY IN SECOND DEGREE 


WILL GO TO PENITENTIARY FOR 
THEIR LIVES. 


Prompt Work of the Courts Serves to 
Avenge the Foul Crime Committed 
Against Jennie Bosschieter. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 19.—The jury in the 
Bosschieter trial in Paterson was out for 
a little over four hours. The three pris- 
oners showed clearly the nervous strain 
under which they had been laboring. 

Word was sent out at 7:15 o'clock that the 
jufty was ready to hand in its verdict. 


Judge Dixon appeared a few minutes later 
and the prisoners were led in. 

What must have been a half hour of ter- 
rible suspense for them followed. Their 
counsel did not arrive until 8 o'clock. When 
Lawyers Michael and Charles Dunn did ap- 
pesr the jurymen were led in. The prison- 
ers were slightly pale, as they stood look- 
ing at the gurors. Campbell was the most 
resolute of the three. Traces of emotion 
could be detected in the faces of the others. 

Murder in the second degree was the ver- 
dict rendered by the jury against Walter C. 
McAllister, William A. Death and Andrew 
J. Campbefl, the three young men, who, on 
the night of Oct. 18 last, drugged and as- 
saulted the 17-year-old girl, Jennie Bos- 
schieter, with the result that she died in 
the carriage. in which they. brought her 
back to Paterson from the lonely place, 
four miles out on the Rock road, where the 
crime was committed. 

The extreme penalty which may be im- 
posed is penal servitude at hard labor in 
the state prison for the term of 30 years. 
Immediately after the nes of the ver- 
dict, Judge Dixon remanded the prisoners 


~ i back to the jail. They probably -ewill be sen- 
| tenced in the early part of next week. 


How Jury Stood 
on the Balloting. 
After the jury had been dismissed one of 


them said the first ballot showed that five 
men stood for a verdict of murder in the 
first degreé, six for the second degree and 
one man stood for acquittal. The five who 
stood for murder in the first degree soon 
came around, but the man who stood for ac- 
quittal was fixed in his opinion. 

The evidence was then carefully weighed, 
which consumed over three hours, and the 
one man then agreed with the rest.

One of the counsel for the prisoners said 
that he considered the verdict a victory for 
the defense. Michael Dunn, counsel for 
Campbell and Death, said that the case 
would be appealed on error. It may be 18 
months before a final adjudication of the 
case. Prosecutor Emley said after the ver- 
dict that Kerr would be tried some time 
during the present term, but he could not 
at present fix the date.

GEO. WILLIAMS UNDER ARREST 


He Is Charged With Robbing the 
Home of T. E. Parker at San- 
dusky, Il. 


The fate of George Williams, who is held 
by the East St. Louis police, hangs on a 
hair. 

A golden tress entwined around an in- 
fant’'s brush found in his possession will be 
compared with the hair of T. E. Parker's 
baby boy at Sandusky, Ill., in an effort to 
prove that he burglarized the Parker house 
two weeks ago. 

Williams was seen near the Malleable 
Iron Works in East 8t. Louis by Officer 
Louis Edwards and captured after a chase 
of two miles. 

In his fight Willlams threw away a 
watch which was subsequently recovered 
by the police. It is a late model Waitham 
of the most expensive railroad movement. 
Chief Hauss wrote to the wholesale firm 


at Chicago, gave the number of the move- 
ment and learned that the watch had been 
sold to a jobbing house in St. Louis. 

From them he found that the watch had 
been bought by Phil Herbert, a jeweler at 
Murphysboro. Mr. Herbert wrote the chief 
that he had sold it to T. E. Parker, agent 
for the M. & O. Railroad at Sandusky, lil. 

In answer to the chief's question, Mr. 
Parker stated that his house had been bur- 
giarized and several articles of value, in- 
cluding the watch stolen. 

Williams denied the theft of the watch 
and claimed that he had won it in a game 
of craps. But he could not give an ex- 
ylanation of his possession of the hair- 
rush in question. Chief Hauss detained 
the man on the charge of carrying a razor. 

Sheriff John Hodges of Caltro arrivcd in 
East St. Louis Saturday morning and took 
the prisoner to Alexander County. The 
officgr said the suit Williams wore and a 
button picture of Gov. Richard Yates on 
his lapel were property of Parker.

SUIT TO EJECT TINKER 


TOWER HEIRS SEEK TO RECOVER 
LOT ON WHICH HE LIVES. 


SUBDIVISION CLAUSE. IN DEED 


Action Is\Based on Alleged Infringe- 
ment of Restrictions Placed on 
Property by Former Owner. 


As announced in late editions of the Post- 
Dispatch Friday, suit has been filed against 
the Compton Heights Improvement Co. 
and Zach W. Tinker to eject them from a 
lot on Grand avenue, between Russell ave- 
nue and Longfellow boulevard. The plain- 
tiffs are George F. Tower and Cyrus P. 
Burnham, executors of the estate of the 
late George F. Tower, George F. Martha 
and Sarah Tower and Mrs. Helen Pratt. 

It is claimed in th@petition for ejectment 


the defendants subject to the condition 


that it should not be subdivided and that 
no building costing less than $7500 should 
be erected on it. If the condition was 
broken, the lot was to be revert to the 
Tower estate. The condition was placed on 
it by vootus F. Tower, deceased, when he 
sold it to W. F. Nolker. 

The Compton Heights Improvement Co., 
of which Mr. Tinker is a member, bought 
the lot from Nolker, along with others in 
the same block, and subdivided the whole. 
In making the divisions, it is claimed that 
they infringed upon the lot which was not 
to be divided. 

Mr. Tinker bought one of the lots, in 
which, it is claimed, a part of the lot in 
question is included. He built on it the 
home which he still occupies at 35383 Long- 
fellow avenue. 

Besides subdividing the lot, it is claimed 
that Mr. Tinker has built a barn on his 
part of it, which is not worth $7500. 

On these grounds the plaintiffs demand 
that Mr. Tinker and the linprovement com- 
pany be ejected. from the lot and be re- 
quired to pay $18,000 damages and $200 a 
month rent from the time of the filing of 
the suit. 

Two suits are filed In the matter, one 
against Mr. Tinker and the other against 
the Improvement company. The attorney 
for the plaintiffs is Douglass W. Robert.

POSTAL INVESTIGATION 


LETTER LIKE THOSE SENT TO Al-'| 


TON FARMERS. 


Herman Schrieber of Red Bud, [ll., In- 
vokes Aid of Detectives and Post- 
office Inspectors in Runnirg 
Down tho Authors.

Herman Schrieter, a wealthy banker of 
ned Bud, Il., has invoked the aid of St. 
Louls detectives and postal inspectors in 


| 


bringing to justice the persons who wrote | 
a letter threatening to blow up his home| 


with dynamite unless he delivered to them 
$2500 in cash. 

Mr. Schrieber first visited the Thiel detec- 
tive service and laid his case before Dr. C 
A. Peterson. He was then referred to the 
federal authorities and the case was laid 
before Inspector Dice’s men. 

Last Monday Mr. Schrieber received a 
letter bearing the Red Bud postmark. The 
letter was not dissimilar to those received 
by the farmers near Alton, lll. He was told 
that if on a certain night he did not place 
2500, one-half in silver and the other half 
in gold, in a buggy and drive to a certain 


place where he would find a white lantern, 
and there deposit the money, his home 
would be blown up with dynamite. Fuil in- 
Structions as to how to proceed were writ- 
ten. 

Mr. Schrieber consulted the Red Bud au- 
thorities. It was learned that there were 
two men in the neighborhood who had 
been there several weeks, and about whom 
little was known. They lived in the out- 
skirts of the town and made no friends. 
They had plenty of money, but appeared to 
have no occupation. 

It was recalled that on the night before 
Schrieber received his letter one of these 
men registered at the Red Bud Hotel and re- 
tird early to his room. The porter had oc- 
casion to. pass the room late in the night. 
A light was burning. He tapped on the door, 
but received no response. He looked over 
the transom and saw that the room was 
not occupied. The bed had not been touched. 
The door was locked. Before morning the 
man slipped quietly into his room, ar- 
ranged the bed as if it had been used, and 
quietly left. 

Wednesday afternoon the same man en- 
tered the postoffice. He dropped a letter 
into the letter box. The postmaster took 
the letter and at once sent for Mr. Schrie- 
ber. The writing was compared with that 
on Mr. Schrieber's letter. It was apparently 
written by the same person. 

The postmaster would not permit the let- 
ter to leave his possession. It was ad- 
dressed as follows: 

‘Mrs. Addy Bracy, East St. Louis, 230 N. 
Second Street.”’ ; 

It was sent out and Mr. Schrieber fol- 
lowed it and applied for permission to inves- 
tigate. 

Detectives reached Mrs. Bracy’s address 
at the same time the letter was delivered. 
She permitted the envelope to be seen, but 
would not show the contents. 

Mr. Schrieber was advised to return to 
Red Bud and institute proceedings at once 
in the Illineis state courts. "

COUNCIL FINDS MEIER AND MAR- 
TIN “NOT GUILTY.” 


VOTES OF MEMBERS EXPLAINED 


Trial of Supply Commissioner and His 
Deputy on Charges of Neglect and 
Misconduct, Closed. 


Supply Commissioner Fred C. Meier and 


Deputy Commissioner George H. Martin 
were acquitted by the City Council Friday 
night of the charges ths against therm 
by a special investigating committee. ofr 
the 11 members present, three voted for the 
conviction of Meter and five against Mar- 
tin. 

The trial of Meier on charges of neglect 
of duty and of Martin for alleged miscon- 
duct in office terminated an investigation 
which was begun by the February grand- 
jury of 1990, and which was the subject af 
a mayoral investigation last summer. 

Councilmen Hodges, Wiggins and Rich- 
ards voted for the conviction and removal 
of Meier, and Hoffmann and Meysenbireg 
added their votes to those of the three men- 
bers named for the conviction or Maccin. 
The deciding vote in the second case was 
that of Mr. Kratz, who was a member of 
the investigating committee, and who voted 
to exonerate the deputy. 

In explaining his vote for the acquittal 
of Meier, Councilman Carroll excvuriated 
‘the mayor and the Council majority in a 
earefully prepared speech. He said that 
Meter had been railroaded into his prezent 
office by members of the ( ‘ounct! who now 
sought to make hima victim. ‘This body, ’ 
he declared, ‘‘should prayerfully consider 
whom the mayor ts likely to appoint to this 
office if we oust the present inc umbent. 
Is not the prospect a delightful one? Let 
us bear the ills we have rather than to fly 
to others that we know not of. 

Before casting his vote against Mcier. 
Capt. Hodges called attention to the fact 
thet the Council's recent resolution, call- 
ing on the heads of departments to make 
monthiyv requ isitions covering the articics 
necessary for their departments, was being 
disregarded, and that the illegal method 
of frequent small requisitions still pfe- 
valled., .
